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Final Rejection 

Acknowledgement is made of the response filed on 2/7/05. Claims 1-16 are pending. 
Amendments are entered. No claim is allowed. 

The double patenting rejection has been withdrawn, as claims 17-22 have been cancelled. 

Response to Remarks 

The arguments were fully considered, but are not found persuasive. 

• Increase in life expectancy in rats is different from increase in life expectancy in 
human beings. The data is very confusing. The examples used overiectomized 
female rats; why not normal female rats? How does this data relate with the 
increase in life expectancy of human beings? 

• The support for breast cancer in the specification could not be found. Examiner 
respectfully requests the Applicants to cite the text in the specification that gives 
support for breast cancer. 

• The Examiner has carefully and thoroughly considered the citation of and 
arguments based on US 5,843,928. It is unclear how the data of '928 explains the 
life expectancy of human beings as has been claimed in the instant invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Factors to be considered in determining whether a disclosure meets the enablement 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, have been described in In re Colianni , 195 USPQ 
150, 153 (CCPA 1977), have been clarified by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in 
Ex parte Forman. 230 USPQ 546 (BPAI 1986), and are summarized in In re Wands (858 F2d 
731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed Cir. 1988). Among these factors are: (1) the nature of the 
invention; (2) the state of the prior art; (3) the relative skill of those in the art; (4) the 
predictability or unpredictability of the art; (5) the breadth of the claims; (6) the amount of 
direction or guidance presented; (7) the presence or absence of working examples; and (8) the 
quantity of experimentation necessary. 

When the above factors are weighed, it is the examiner's position that one skilled in the 
art could not practice the invention without undue experimentation. 

(1) The nature of the invention: The claims are drawn to a method of increasing life 
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expectancy in a human being comprising administering to a patient with said disease an effective 
amount of comprising administering to a patient with breast cancer an effective amount of 2- 
methylene-19-nor-20(S)-laplha,25-dihydroxy vitamin D3. 

(2) The predictability or unpredictability of the art: There is lack of predictability in 
the in the pharmaceutical art. Examiner notes the data presented in Table 1; how does the data in 
Table 1 support the claimed invention of increasing life expectancy in a human being. 

(3) The breadth of the claims: The claims are broad; they include methods for 
increasing the life expectancy of a human being, as well as treating breast cancer, 

(4) The amount of direction or guidance presented: There is no guidance in the 
disclosure on how to use the invention successfully for the increase in life expectancy in a 
human, as well as the treatment of breast cancer. 

In re Dreshfield, 110 F.2d 235, 45 USPQ 36 (CCPA 1940), gives this general rule: "It is 
well settled that in cases involving chemicals and chemical compounds, which differ radically in 
their properties it must appear in an applicant's specification either by the enumeration of a 
sufficient number of the members of a group or by other appropriate language, that the chemicals 
or chemical combinations included in the claims are capable of accomplishing the desired 
result." 

The courts have further interpreted undue experimentation as requiring "ingenuity 
beyond that to be expected of one of ordinary skill in the art" (Tields v. Conover . 170 USPQ 276 
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(CCPA 1971)) or requiring an extended period of experimentation in the absence of sufficient 
direction or guidance ( In re Colianni , 195 USPQ 150 (CCPA 1977)). Additionally, the courts 
have determined that "... where a statement is, on its face, contrary to generally accepted 
scientific principles", a rejection for failure to teach how to make and/or use is proper (In re 
Marzocchi, 169 USPQ 367 (CCPA 1971). 

(5) The presence or absence of working examples: There are no working examples 
and/or data in vivo or vitro to support the claimed invention. The disclosure does not contain any 
working examples. There are some assays and some techniques in the specification, but they are 
not useful in the treatment of the said diseases or disorders as claimed. 

A disclosure should contain representative examples, which provide reasonable assurance 
to one skilled in the art that the compounds fall within the scope of a claim will possess the 
alleged activity. See In re Riat et al. (CCPA 1964) 327 F2d 685, 140 USPQ 471; In re Barr et al. 
(CCPA 1971) 444 F 2d 349, 151 USPQ 724. 

(6) The quantity of experimentation necessary: 

Since the claims are broad, claiming the method of increasing life expectancy of a human 
being, as well as treating breast cancer. How does the data interpret the claims? There is no 
guidance presented in the disclosure. One skilled in the art at the time of invention would have to 
go through undue experimentation to make and use the presently claimed invention.
